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MENARD PRISON 
REBUILDING 100 


Survey Team Cites Il- 
linois Institution as 
Blueprint for Missouri 
Penitentiary.

CHESTER, Ill, Jan. 14—The 
rebuilding of Menard Peniten- 
tiary after the violent uprising 
of convicts in October 1952 
could well serve as a blueprint 
for reconstruction of riot-torn 
Missouri Penitentiary, members 
of Missouri’s joint Senate-House 
Penal Survey Committee said 
here yesterday. 

The committee was impressed 
with the administration of War- 
den Ross V. Randolph following 
a five and one-half hour inspec- 
tion tour of Menard, as it had 
been earlier with the administra- 
tion of Warden Joseph E. Ragen 
at the Joliet and Stateville peni- 
tentiaries upstate 

But where the modern State- 
ville prison, with its diversified 
industrial program, might serve 
as a goal for Missouri to shoot 
at, Menard gave the committee 
an idea of what must be done 
immediately to correct evils in 
the Missouri penal system. 

Impressed by Cleanliness. , 

The committee co-chairmen, 
Senator J. F. Patterson (Dem.), 
Caruthersville, and Representa- 
tive Richard H. Ichord (Dem.), 
Houston, said they had been im- 
pressed with the cleanliness and 
good housekeeping at the three 
Illinois institutions visited this 
week and that the prisons would 
be excellent models for Mis- 
souri to copy. 

The big lesson learned at 
Menard is that Missouri would 
do well to appropriate money for 
a strong vocational program for 
convicts, several members of the

The International peer POD 
Control Commission immediate- 
ly dispatched a. mobile investi- 
gating team to the spot near 
Sam Neua, 187 miles northeast |. 
of Vientiane. | 

The government said the at- 
tacks took place last night. 

Word was received in Haip- 
- hong of a battle between Com- 
munist forces in North Viet 
Nam and Catholic refugees who 
attempted to flee to freedom 
from their Red-run homeland 

| two weeks ago. 

An investigating team had 
been sent to the scene to check 
on earlier, fragmentary reports 
of the incident. 

The team has found nothing 
yet. But informed sources here 
said the Communist troops at- 
tacked the Catholic refugees in 
their church at Balang. 

These sources said the Com- 

Munists have since moved 
“friendly peasants” into the area. 

Of last night’s attacks, the 
Laos government said that rebel 
‘Laos forces, helped by Vietminh 
Communist soldiers, attacked 
the post at Noh Khan, about 18 
miles north of San Neua. 

The post reported it was under 
attack and appealed for ammu- 
nition and food. It failed to 
answer a radio call at 9 p.m. 
today and was presumed lost. 

The other post attacked was 
Houi Thao; about 15 miles from 
Sam Neua. It had such a small 
garrison it was unable to resist. 


ILLINOIS SETS UP 
A RADIOACTIVITY 
WARNING SYSTEM 


An airborne warning system 
to check radioactive fallout in 
case of atomic or hydrogen bomb 
attack, and including planes 
based in the East St. Louis area, 
was announced today in Chicago 
by the Illinois Civil Defense or- 
ganization and the Illinois Civil 
Air Patrol. 

Over the state, about 20 pri- 
vately owned planes operated by 
CAP members will carry port- | 
able detection equipment. In case 
of an attack the planes will take 
off and fly to pre-assigned 
altitudes. Each will carry a pilot 
and monitor, as well as the de- 
tection equipment. 

By checking the type and vio- 
lence of the radioactive ma- 
terial at various altitudes and 
combining this with wind direc- 
tion and velocities, a spokesman 
for the CAP said, it would be 
possible to determine with a 
high degree of accuracy what 
areas would be in the path of 
the drifting lethal cloud. As a 
result it might be possible to 
avoid evacuation of some com- 
munities, he said, and others 
could be notified of danger that 
might not otherwise be realized. 

Training of the monitors will 
be started immediately in the 
seven patrol squadrons partici- 
pating. 


GUAM B-36 GROUP

Gen. Joseph D. Caldara an- 
nounced today a flight of B-36 
intercontinental bombers had 
landed at Fairchild Air~ Force 
Base, Washington, after a non- 
stop trip from Guam in 23 hours, 
55 minutes.

In a world as uncertain as the one we live in 
today, national security must be the first con-. 
cern of our Government. That is why so much 
importance attaches to President Eisenhower's 
special message to Congress on improvements in

Mr. Eisenhower, speaking with the special au- 
thority that goes with his having been the Allied 
Supreme Commander in World War. II, proposes 
four major steps to be taken by our lawmakers:

There can be no question now as to the neces- 
sity for keeping the selective service system in 
operation. The President rightly spends little 
time making the point in his message since the 
reasons are only too evident in the Cold War 
age. It is regrettable that doctors and dentists 
mtist be drafted when mutch of the country is 
without adequate medical and dental care. Yet 
young men in uniform ofviously cannot lack 
these facilities. 

Neither can there be any question as to the 
necessity for increasing thé pay of regular mili- 
tary personnel. Compensation for personnel in 
their country's service has fallen far behind pay 
for those in civil life. The result is that the 
Army, Navy: and Air Force have lost many 
thousands just as they were becoming most valu- 
able. Increased medical aid for military depend- 
ents and related increases in fringe benefits will 
also make re-enlistment more attractive. 

The reserve program will need to be presented 
in fuller detail before it can be adequately 
judged, but there is much to commend the plan 
recommended by the President. Two years is a 
relatively long time to take out of the life of a 
young man who is bent on an education and get- 
ting started in his chosen work. Six months is 
hardly any tine at all. Each young American 
could invest a half a year in uniform with vir- 
tually no delay in his career. 

‘ ~ om + 

The test will come in what is provided in 
the compulsory reserve training after each 
man’s active duty. Since World War II many 


reserve units have been a waste of both time 


and money. Some units are a credit to the offi- 
cers and men in them, but these outfits are not 
numerous enough. Secretary of Defense Wilson 
has called the reserve program “a scandal” and 
Maj. Gen. Dean, who went through the Korean 
war, much of it as a prisoner of the Reds, says 
our defenses are “woefully weak in trained re- 
serve power.” 

In short, no reserve legislation is going to 
take the place of a topnotch, high-grade week- 
in-and-week-out military reserve training pro- 
gram. This means a vast improvement in the 


‘training plans that come from the Defense De- 


partment and regular and searching inspection 
of units and what they are doing. 

As for the President’s National Guard and 
State Militia proposals, these clearly have merit. 
When the Illinois guard uriit.went on active 
duty in the Korean war, Adial\E. Stevenson 
sought to back up the missing forces with a 
militia organization, but it was of little effect 
without congressional backing. ; 

With Dwight D. Eisenhower in the White 
House and Georgia’s Senator Russell and Rep- 
resentative Vinson respectively chairmen of the 
Senate and House Armed Services Committees, 
Congress ought not be long in getting down in 
dead earnest to the business of strengthening 
the defense forces.

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‘On What Statistics Do.to You 


It was very encouraging to learn from the 
National Geographic Society that the average 
American man walks nine miles, and the average 
American woman 10 miles a day. (Never mind ~ 
where to; it’s not the cofner drugstore because 
the family car is used for that errand.)

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Compulsory Aute Insurance? 

A bill requiring Missouri motorists to have lia- 
bility insurance to get a state license, intro- 
duced by Republican Representative Webber of 
Union, probably will draw quick approval from 
some legislators.

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Public Project of Great Promise 

From its creation the Ford Foundation’s Fund 
for the Republic hag been of great potential bene- 
fit to the country. Now that the foundation has 
announced an extensive, factual study of the in- 
fluence of Communism on life in the United 
States, and this potential good leaves the realm 
of speculation and begins to take form. 

As planned by the Fund for the Republic, the 
study will extend over two to three years. This 
will be long enough for it to collect the facts 
about Communist influence in such fields as 
government, education, labor, publishing, enter- 
tainment, the arts, literature and science. The 
grant of $250,000 should enable the director, 
Clinton Rossiter, professor of Government at 
Cornell University, to obtain the best of talent 
for the necessary research, investigation and

BOUT 10 days before Christ- 

mas, Louis Teplitsky took a 

couple of hours off from his 
job in the Morgan Branch of 
the New York post office where 
he was working as an-extra hand 
during the holiday rush. 

As he donned his worn over- 
coat, he felt carefully in a side 
pocket for the yellow ruled writ- 
ing tablet on which he had been 
scribbling for more than a 
month, then ehecked his wallet 
to make sure that the savings 
he had drawn from the bank 
the day before were still there. 

Louis was about to do a big 
thing. He was going to send 
a Christmas message to the 
whole of the United States and 
he was prepared, if need be, to 
spend his last dollar to do it. 

On the subway to Times 
Square, he smiled as he re-read, 
for perhaps the hundredth time, 
the Christmas message he had 
set down on his yellow paper 
tablet. It was a good message, 
he felt. Maybe a little long. 
But there was so much he want- 
ed to say. 

Louis was still smiling when 
he walked into the New York 
Times. Handing his yellow tab- 
let-to a want-ad clerk, he asked 
if he could buy a little space 
in the Times, “in the expensive 
part, up near the front.” When 
the clerk had read half through 
the message, he paused ‘and 
surveyed this unusual customer 
who was obviously not a rich 
man. 

“The clerk said it would cost 
me maybe $500 to buy enough 
space to print all of it and that 
even if I could pay that much 
I'd have to see his boss anyway, 
because what I wanted to do 
was such an unusual thing I'd 
have to get it okayed,” the 48- 
year-old Teplitsky said in re- 
calling the events that led up 
to Dec. 22. On that: day, Times 
readers were greeted by a heart- 
warming message in which 
Louis, a Russian-born one-time 
concert singer and ex-G.L, 
thanked his adopted country for 
the privilege of being allowed 
to live in the United States and 
wished everyone in America a 
Merry Christmas and health, 
happiness, peace and prosperity 
in the New Year. 

- Headed “A Veteran Thanks 
America,” Teplitsky’s expression 
of gratitude to American cost 
him $211.68. It was carried in 
the news section right next to 
an important story about New 
York’s Governor-elect Averell 
Harriman and brought Teplitsky 
more letters, telegrams, phone 
calls and Christmas cards than 
he had received before in the 
whole of his lifetime. And the 
letters are still coming in from 
folks who were too busy to write 
during the holiday season but did 
not forget the glow of warmth 
that Teplitsky’s message brought 
to their hearts at Christmas time: 

“The Times \people put my 
message in the expensive part 
of the paper, just like I lang - 

Louis beams. “But do you know 
they investigated me first. I 
showed them my Army discharge 
papers and other papers to prove 
who I was. But they were so 
nice with it all. They helped me 
cut the message down to a size I 

could afford and changed some 
of my poor English.

The Furred Tongue

Fywwhen you get up in the morning, you look in the mir- 
[= and your tongue stares back with a nasty coated ap- 
pearance, does that mean you're sick? British Dr. B, Gans 


» denies more than 2000 years of medical tradition by proving 


that coated tongues do not indicate any body illness. As he 
said in the title of his report, it’s the “Fallacy of the Furred 
Tongue.” ee 

He’s not the first doctor to doubt the Hippocratic belief 
that coated tongues indicate disease. But until Dr. Gans, 
this 24-century-old medical idea has never been made to 
stand up and prove itself. Some doctors have doubted that 
the tongue talks in two languages, one being the language of 
disease. 


x ¢ 


OTHERS HAVE THOUGHT that coated tongues meant 
“something wrong,” usually in the stomach or intestine. 
Coated tongues long have been the reason for prescribing 
laxatives, blue pills or black medicines. Coated tongues have 
been popularly associated with night-before excesses of food 
and drink. ; 

Dr. Gans’s curiosity about the matter was aroused when 
he noticed many healthy infants in his practice had heavily 
coated tongues. It seemed unlikely they were guilty of ca- 
rousing with food or strong drink the night before. He could 
find no connection between their coated tongues and a va- 
riety of conditions commonly thought to cause such tongue 
appearances. ; 


He decided to settle the matter once and for all. Is a. 


furred tongue (as he calls it) cause for alarm or is it simply 
an incidental condition that means nothing? To find out, he 
carefully examined the tongues of 750 children aged 2 weeks 
to 14 years. Complete medical records of their physical con- 
ditions were available. Then he analyzed, using statistical 
methods, the whole mass of information. 

In order to avoid the confusions of too many descrip- 
tions of tongue appearance, he simply noted whether the 
tongue was clean, partly furred or entirely furred. Then he 
eompared the occurrence of partly or wholly coated tongue 
with many diseases.

INCLUDED IN THE DISEASES were everything from 
digestive upsets and inflamed tonsils to bowlegs and obesity. 
He even checked the relationship of coated tongue with such 
symptoms as bad appetite, constipation and diarrhea, — 

Coated tongue did not associate with any symptom, dis- 
ease or other condition oftener than pure chance alone 


would account for. So stop waving your tongue in front of 


the mirror these mornings. . 

As Dr. Gans summarized his report: “Statistical anal- 
ysis of the state of the tongue in 750 children shows that 
there is no connection between a furred tongue and the 
state of the tonsils, the teeth, the presence of a free nasal 
airway (open nose), the presence of cervical (neck) glands, a 
‘poor appetite, or the action of the bowels. Similarly, no as- 
sociation can be demonstrated between the state of the 
tongue and a variety of abnormalities . . .” 

' Se if your doctor : 't study your tongue, maybe he 
has just read Dr. Gans’s report, If he does look at your 
tongue, he’s likely finding out-whether or not you drink 
enough water.
